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Demócratas responden a Bush

Sólo horas después de 
que el Presidente de EE.UU., 
George W. Bush, les pidiera 
apoyo para reforzar las tropas 
en Irak, los demócratas apro- 
baron en el Senado una moción 
de rechazo a su plan, que no es 
vinculante pero que también 
respaldan algunos republica- 
nos. El texto, aprobado por 
el Comité de Exteriores del 
Senado por 12 votos a favor, 
incluido un senador republi- 
cano, y 9 en contra, precisa que 
el envío de más soldados a Irak 
“no es de interés nacional”. 

Uno de sus promotores, 
el presidente del Comité y 
aspirante demócrata a la Casa 
Blanca, Joseph Biden, explicó 
que esta iniciativa, que es más 
bien testimonial, no persigue 
“incomodar al presidente o 
demostrar su aislamiento”, sino 
que “es un intento de evitar que 
el presidente comenta un error 
significativo”. 

En términos similares se 
pronunció el republicano de 
mayor rango en el Comité, 
Richard Lugar, al afirmar que 
“este voto no obligará a nada 
al presidente, pero confirmará 
a nuestros amigos y aliados 
que estamos divididos y en una 
situación confusa”. 

Lugar ha sido uno de los 
más críticos con las propuestas 
planteadas por Bush, y también 
uno de los más escépticos ante 
la posibilidad de que alguien 
pueda convencerle para que 
cambie de opinión.

“No me queda claro cómo 
la aprobación de una resolución 
no vinculante que el presidente 
ya ha dicho que ignorará, puede

Irak”, aseguró. 

Lugar no es el único re- 
publicano que ha planteado 
públicamente sus reservas al 
plan de Bush, aunque tanto él 
como la mayoría de sus co- 


rreligionarios votaron en con- 
tra de’ la resolución. El único 
que sumó a los demócratas 
en la votación fue el Senador 
Chuck Hagel, quien considera

Senado frena propuesta de aumentar salario mínimo

Washington (EFE) — El Senado 
frenó el debate sobre un proyecto para 
aumentar el salario mínimo en Estados 
Unidos, que ya había sido aprobado por 
la Cámara de Reprsentantes. 

El rechazo a continuar el debate de 
la iniciativa, por 54 votos a 43, ocurrió 
después de que algunos legisladores 
insistieran en que debía incluir exencio- 
nes impositivas para algunas empresas 
que dependen de trabajadores con bajos 
ingresos. 


Los que se oponen a los recortes | 


de impuestos para el sector privado 
requerían 60 votos para que el proyecto 
de ley continuara adelante. 

La iniciativa aprobada por la Cá- 
mara de Representantes determinó un 
aumento de la hora de trabajo de 5.15 
dólares a 7.25 de manera gradual sobre 
un lapso de 26 meses. 

+ El senador demócrata Edward 
Kennedy lamentó la decisión de los 
legisladores y recordó que ambos par- 
tidos habían acordado aprobar el salario 


mínimo sin condiciones. 

“Deberíamos haber dado vía libre a 
este proyecto para entregarlo esta tarde 
para la promulgación presidencial”, 
señaló. 

Kennedy anunció que continuará 
insistiendo para que finalmente se au- 


mente el salario mínimo e instó a sus 


colegas a hacer lo mismo. 

“No demoren más este proyecto. 
No lo recarguen con píldoras venenosas 
que dan algo a los trabajadores con 
una mano y se lo quitan con la otra”, 
manifestó. 

La Cámara de Representantes 
había aprobado el proyecto hace dos 
semanas y la presidenta de esa rama 
del Congreso, la demócrata Nancy Pe- 
losi, y el republicano Charles Rangel, 
presidente del Comité de Medios y 
Arbitrios, habían pedido al Senado que 


no incluyera la exención impositiva en 


el proyecto. 
El senador republicano Michael 
Enzi indicó que el acuerdo para au- 


mentar el salario mínimo es mayoritario 
en la cámara alta del Congreso. Sin 
embargo, señaló que “lo difícil es cómo 
resolvemos el impacto que todo esto 
tendrá en las pequeñas empresas”.

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Washington (EFE) — El 
Presidente de EE.UU., George 
W. Bush, instó al Congreso a 
aprobar una reforma migratoria 
integral que saque de la sombra 
a millones de inmigrantes in- 
documentados en este país.

U.S. citizen, illegal mother

Asked if he wants to live in Mexico, Saul 
Arellano said “no.” Why would he? Seven-year 
old Saul was born in the U.S. and his friends 
and his school are in Chicago. So is his mom. 
Except that she is an illegal immigrant who has 
received deportation orders. She is now hiding 
in a room of the United Methodist Church, a 
sanctuary for illegal immigrants. 

There are more than 3 million kids like 
Saul in the U.S., American citizens by birth, 
but whose parents are in the country illegally 
and could be easily deported. 

Can you deport U.S. citizens? That would 
be the result if the parents were deported. It’s 
a difficult situation because while the parents 
may have committed a crime, the children 
certainly did not. And as U.S. citizens, children 
or adults have basic rights. 

Some Americans believe that illegal im- 
migrants come to the U.S. just to have kids so 
that they can stay in the country. That’s not 
true. When it does happen, it is the unintended 
result of a difficult situation. 

Saul’s mother came illegally from Mexico 
to work in Washington State. Eventually Saul 
was born there and later the family moved to 
Chicago. When she attempted to get a job as a 
cleaning person at O’ Hare Airport, she was ar- 
rested and later ordered to leave the country. 

Going back to Mexico would certainly 
entail psychological damage and suffering to 
Saul. Although he speaks Spanish, he is much 
more comfortable with English and his envi- 
ronment in Chicago. 

The easy solution is to deport the mother 
since she is responsible for creating the prob- 
lem. But of course, you'd have to deport the 
kid also since he could not live in the U.S. by 
himself. 

Not deporting the mother is viewed as 
being “soft” on immigration laws and as an 
encouragement for other people to do the same. 
Come to the U.S., have a kid, and you become

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a permanent resident. 

However, people do not come to the U.S. 
with any other idea except getting a job. It's 
the desire to work that makes them leave their 
country for a difficult life in the U.S. But death 
and sometimes life intervene. Some undocu- 
mented immigrants die as they try to make it 
across the border. Most others pay a couple 
of thousand dollars to a smuggler and make 
it across. They work and would probably go 
back to their country after saving some money 
and wouid probably return to the U.S. to work 
again. 

The crackdown at the border in the last 
several years means that the people who make 
it across tend to become immigrants rather than 
remain migrants. And when someone has kids, 
roots are established which make it even more 
difficult to go back. 

There is no easy solution except to develop 
some kind of system where people can come 
in legally if their labor is needed. The fact 
that some companies hire workers with little 
or no documentation means that in a way un- 
documented workers are desired because they 
serve a purpose. 

But it's their labor we want without realiz- 
ing that those who provide it are human beings 
with needs. So we are happy to receive benefits 
from their labor but are mad when we hear they 
generate expenses. But instead of being mad 
at them, we should be mad at the companies 
doing the hiring who should be responsible for 
the social and medical services undocumented 
workers may require once they have jobs. 

Unfortunately, Americans are not even 
mad about the fact that 47 million U.S. citizens 
have no health insurance. Why would they be 
mad at the fact that companies don’t provide 
health insurance for undocumented workers? 

It’s much too easy to see things in black 
and white, illegal versus legal. The reality is 
that the two are connected. Ask Saul and his 
Mom.<>

Then, Garcia Linera re- 
called the time he spent as a 
member of the Tupak Katari 
Guerrilla Army in the 1990s, 
telling the peasants that “the 
struggle is not over.”

La agencia Fitch Ratings rebajó la cali- 
ficación del riesgo de Ecuador y la dejó en 
“perspectiva negativa”, ante el aumento de la 
probabilidad de que el Gobierno de Rafael Co- 
rrea no cumpla con sus compromisos de pago 
internacionales. 

En un comunicado, la agencia señala que 
ha rebajado la calificación de la deuda soberana 
de Ecuador emitida en moneda extranjera a 
largo plazo del grado “B-” al “CCC”, el décimo 
sexto entre los 19 utilizados por al agencia y el 
último antes de considerar la deuda como en 
interrupción de pagos o “default”. 

La calificación de la deuda a corto plazo 
se rebajó también de B a C y la perspectiva de 
Ecuador ha pasado de “estable” a “negativa”. 

En el comunicado, Ficth señala que según 
informes de prensa el pasado 17 de enero el 
ministro de Economía, Ricardo Patiño, dijo 
a inversores que gran parte de la deuda ecua- 
toriana es ilegítima y que el gobierno podría 
recortar sus obligaciones un 60%. 

Según la agencia, esto “sugiere que una 


interrupción de pagos o una reestructuración 
forzosa es probable en el corto plazo”. 

El Ministro Patiño “también dijo que el 
pago estipulado para el 15 de febrero de 135 
millones de dólares de los bonos globales con 
vencimiento en 2030 dependerá de la disponibi- 
lidad de efectivo no comprometido, que es 
considerablemente menos”, señala Ficth.

La decisión del Gobierho 
mexicano de enviar más de 
27,000 militares y policías a 
seis de los 32 estados del país 
y reactivar las extradiciones 
de narcotraficantes a EE.UU.

varios expertos. 

El especialista en seguri- 
dad pública Raúl Ramírez dijo 
que la estrategia antidroga del 
Presidente Felipe Calderón 
“puede causar más violencia en 
el mediano plazo, a menos que 
haya una fuerte inversión social 
y se ataque decididamente el 
lavado de dinero y el consumo 
de narcóticos” en México y 
EE.UU. 

“La militarización y las 
extradiciones masivas en nom- 
bre de la lucha antidrogas y la 
atracción de inversiones no re- 
solverán por sí solos el problema 
de fondo, pues esa estrategia 
está diseñada para complacer a 
los empresarios golpeados por 
la violencia y los secuestros y 
al proyecto de Seguridad Nacio- 
nal” de EE.UU., enfatizó. 

Ramírez hizo esta declara- 
ción por teléfono desde la fron-

Fondos de capital ries- 
go.

Estos fondos 
de inversión se dedican exclu- 
sivamente a invertir en nuevas 
empresas con el potencial de 
crecer hasta ser muy grandes 
o ser vendidas por un precio 
muy alto. 

El año pasado estos fondos 
invirtieron más de $22 mil mi- 
llones en nuevos emprendimien- 
tos. Pero antes de animarse, 
uno debe considerar que estos 
fondos solo invierten en los 
emprendimientos con la mayor 
probabilidad de éxito.

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Be a better tax client

With tax season here, its time to start 
gathering the data needed to prepare your 2006 
income tax returns. This information will trickle 
in over the next few months. Some of the en- 
velopes you receive will be marked “Important 
Tax Document”, but a lot of them will not. To 
make this tax season easier on everybody, here 
are a few suggestions. 

What did you deduct last year? 

Review your 2005 income tax return and 
make a list of items that were on that return. 
Examples would be: W2’s from employers, 
interest and dividend income from banks and 
other financial institutions and brokerage 
houses, and donations to charities. Another 
(and better) alternative is to use the tax data 
organizer provided by our office. If you do not 
receive one by the end of January, call, and our 
office will provide one. 

Get a large, 9 by 12 envelope, and mark it 
“2006 tax data”. Keep it with your list prepared 
from last year or your tax organizer. Place it 
where you put your incoming mail or where you 
open your mail. As the various documents come 
in, check them off the list, fill in the appropriate 
amounts in your summary document (list or 
organizer), and immediately put the documents 
received in the envelope. The envelope will be 
needed for your tax interview, and it will also 
be very valuable if you should happen to be 
audited for the year. 

Review your check books. 

Go through your check book, or books, for 
calendar year 2006 and list disbursements you 
have made that could be tax deductible. 

If you donated non-cash items such as 
clothing or household furniture, be sure to 
provide the receipt. List what was given and an 


estimate of its used value. 

Basis of stocks and bonds 

A frequently missed item in regards to 
documentation, is the cost of any stocks or 
bonds sold during the year. Some investment 
companies provide that information with your 
year-end tax statements, but not all of them do. 
If you sold stocks, you may want to contact 
your broker for the cost information, or you 
can give the broker permission to talk to our 
office, and our office can call for the missing 
information. 

Internal Revenue Service rules require that 
most tax documents be mailed to you by January 
31. These documents include W2’s, 1099-int’s 
and 1099-div’s. If you are expecting one of 
these documents and do not get it by February 
15, you should contact the issuing agency and 
ask about it. 

Those troublesome K-1’s 

One major document you may need to 
complete your return is a K-1. You get one 
of these forms when you are a participant in a 
partnership, a limited liability company, or a 
subchapter S corporation. 

The business return that generates the K-1 
is not required to be filed until April 15 and the 
issuing company can request a six month exten- 
sion to file its return. When the K-1 arrives late 
in the filing season or is not available until after 
April 15, our office will request an extension of 
time to file your return. If you think you have 
everything to complete your return except for 
a missing K-1, call our office. It may be a good 
idea to bring in everything you have, sg our 
office can get started on your returns.

seconds to recount traumatic events and 
experiences that they had suffered at the 
hands of the San Jose Police Department. 
As the community in attendance took 
to the podium they recounted stories 
depicting the good, the bad, and the ugly 
aspects of the SJPD. 

One by one people told their stories 
about police intimidation, racial profiling 
and overt acts of aggression. Transla- 
tors were on hand to assist Spanish and 
Vietnamese speakers in recounting their 
events. 

A fifteen-year-old Spanish speaker 
used a translator to tell his story, “I was 
arrested at Independence High school 
because I was sitting in a golf cart. The 
officer asked me about gang affiliations. 
He physically, and verbally abused me. 
He intimidated me with threats if I didn’t 
sign a confession paper. Now I'm facing 
a felony charge.” 

A community activist used his two 
minutes to encourage others to organize, 
“We have to demand and organize a 
citizens tribunal. The police cannot in- 
vestigate the police! Every time you have 
a complaint-file it, if you don't speak 
nobody else will.” 

“Police officers are still the same 
they go by color... when are the police 
going to be accountable?” 

Another person said, “Police in San 
Jose are out of control, they illegally de- 
tain people of color and youth everyday. 
As a part of the organization CopWatch, 
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María Encarnación 
«MHexican Restaurant » 


I’ve watched them in Downtown pulling 
over cars with no probable cause. Mostly 
always it’s Latino, African American or 
Asian youth, they look for tattoos and 
gang affiliations.” 

One of the only members that said 
something good was one who talked 
about the mounted police unit and the 
funding needed to be able to continue 
it. 

Someone also spoke about the now 
infamous Cinco de Mayo celebrations 
in San Jose. 

“I've been a resident for 20 years, 
every time Cinco de Mayo celebrations 
take place here in Downtown San Jose 
there is a maylay between the SJPD and 
the youth. Latinos are the ones that al- 
ways end up in jail. I say to the PD ‘don’t 
use intimidation to start anything’.” 

Throughout the evening there were 
a lot of stories and people who inspired 
and provoked applause for their honesty 
and courage to share their experience. It 
is not enough to remember that freedom 
of speech is one of the benefits of living 
in a democratic society it is also essential 
to fulfill the duty of voicing your opinion 
as a citizen in order for a government to 
be held accountable and to be truly for 
the people.
